the clo ck o f civ ilizatio n 1000 y ears.

We hav e the clasfnu po litical sto ry o f the decapita­ 
tio n o f Carl Ludwig Sand, w ho was ex ecuted by the swo rd 
in Germany in fairly recent times fo r a po litical crime. 
Furthermo re, it has no t been so lung since France wa 
making ex tremely free use o f the guillo tine, a fo o i-pro o l 
machine fo r decapitatio n. 
Aside fro m the agitatio n again t all fo rms o t
